M Y S T E R I E S OF MONEY 


The subject of economics is usually thought of as 
ibeing cold, abstract, and beyond the understanding of th* 
'average citizen. 
I bis is unfortunate, because the economy of a nation 
|such .is the United States, where the people bv their votes 
I determine policy, is part of the subject matter of political 
. campaigns. 
I he idea also is untrue. Economics is a fascinating 
mixture, not only of statistics, but of human mature, mass 
psychology, sociology and politics. 
I his is so mu cli a fact that many of the "cycles 
found in various economic phases tend to return at inter­ 
vals of about a generation. In some of these cases, this 
simply means that those who had their own fingers burned 
are careful to avoid repeating their mistakes— but the next 


I generation, lacking the personal experience, are led into 
the same errors. 
As an example of this human equasion in matters of 
economics, it is interesting to note that the various experi- 
ments of this nation with "free trade" have taken place at 
fairly regular intervals. One occurred immediately before 
the Civil W ar. It was so disastrous that not until a new I 
generation had appeared, in the days of President Cleve-] 
land, was ii repeated. 
t 
Again the panic* and depression drove the nation , 
ba«k to a protective tariff, and again ii was not until 
twenty years or so later, under Wilson, that the same mis 
(takes were made. 
I hen the reaction against "free trade" 
I was so violent, in the public mind, and the memory of 
those who had suffered from its effect, remained so vivid, 
that when "free trade" was next attempted— again about 
a generation later— the New Deal authors of the new 
I'Xpi rmient were forced to operate under tile disguise of 
"rec iprocal trade agreements." 
Similar cycles may lie found in inflation. Genera­ 
tions which have watched the value of their property and 
{earnings waste away have a lively fear of any inflationary 
j policies of their government, and rarely are these repeated 
until the passage of time has brought new and less experi­ 
enced voters into control.
